Scrubwomen and Mopmen Re- 
volt Against Fieldstack L. 


TIRE 


‘Sovereign Agrees to Give Up His Qffice 
in One Union. 


The janitors and scrubwomen of Chicago 


winds old institutions and traditions, they 
have risen in revolt and have asserted their 
independence. In the place of King Field- 
stack I., they declare, they will set up a re- 
public, in which every man and woman in 
the unton shall hold an office. 

King Fieldstack sadly admits the effect- 
iveness of the uprising. Nursing his scars 
yesterday, he spoke feelingly of the lack of 
appreciation shown for his work by his for- 
mer subjects. He also was inclined to fall 
into philosophizing on the principles of gov- 
ernment, finding many reasons why a mon- 
archy is to be preferred to a democracy, and, 
withal, lamenting the blunders of the popu- 
lace when left to rule itself. 


Says Majority Rule Is Stupid. 


Majority rule is a stupid said the 
king, who has not yet gone into exile; 
‘‘nothing but blunders, mistakes, and 
hallucinations.”' 

Before he was monarch the king was 

Charles L. Fieldstack, organizer of labor 
unions. In the process of his evolution he 
found himself allied with the office building 
janitors. Forthwith they were formed into 
a union and Fieldstack became their prince- 
ling with the title of business agent. 
Other satrapies were created among the 
janitresses, scrubwomen, and flat janitors. 
Then a move was set on foot to widen out 
and establish a national organization, an 
empire, centered around the Chicago unions. 
The convention met in Milwaukee and Field- 
stack seized the reins of government and 
crowned himself king. Returning to Chi-. 
cago he set up his throne in offices at 119 
Dearborn street. 


Mutterings of Discontent. 

It was not long before mutterings of dis- 
content were heard in the distant provinces 
and dependencies. The scrubwomen, who 
might have submitted to the sway of a 
queen, complained at the dictation of the 
king. The sounds of dissatisfaction grew 
louder. The flat janitors talked of insur- 
rection and sent word that they would no 
longer pay tribute. They refused to reéstab- 
lish their local assembly, their joint board, 
through which they were supposed to exer- 
cise some degree of homerule. 

King Fieldstack still remained serene and 
unperturbed. His own chosen people, the 
office building janitors, were submissive and 
loyal. The forces of revolt which secretly 
had been gathering strength in thig quarter 
dared the royal disfavor at a meeting last 
Sunday at 155 Randolph street. 


Cry Out Against the King. 

“The king is a sham and a usurper,”’ cried 
the janitors. ‘“‘ We have put him to the test 
and we find he is of common clay even as we. 
Yet he absorbs, of the revenues of the state, 
$20 a week as business agent of our province 
and $25 a week as monarch of the realm.” 

King Fieldstack listened in dismay. 

‘Let us either reduce him to one office or 
let us raise his income, so that he may man- 
age his establishment as befits a king,” sug- 
gested one member of theunion. “ Separate 
him from one office or raise his pay to $75 a 
week. A king is cheap at that figure.” 


Seeks Only to Retain Honors. 

The king eaid he would yield his office as 
business agent if he might be permitted to 
remain titular king, without loss of all his 
revenues. 

“The cares of state rest heavy on my 
head,” said he» “relieve me of the duties 
and let me go with the hon °

STORMY SCENE 
IN-CONVENTION. 
Fighting Qualities of Dele- 


gates Shown Through Fif- 
teen Fruitless Ballots. 


FORCES REMAIN INTACT. 


Attempts’ to Stampede Fail, 
Changes Proving Unimport- 
ant—Cannon Curbs Riot: 


A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 
Springfield, Ill., May 13.—[Special.]—With 
stubborn fighting and “ sticking ’’ qualities, 
fed with every unsuccessful attempt to 
nominate, the delegates held their position 
throughout the long day and into the night. 
Speaker Cannon's rule of the convention 
wa® calculated to keep it free from a whirl- 
wind of accessories and extravagant blus- 
ter, but without him and his all potent gavel 
the obstinacy of the struggle would have 
been mixed up with even livelier demonstra- 
tions and riots. . 

Once in the afternoon this was -demon- 
strated when the partisans broke out of 
bounds and started to relieve their minds by 
mauling each other. 

Nine fruitless ballots, affording few op- 
portunities to do anything but sit quietly and 
vote, overtaxed some of the more enthusi- 
astic and vigorously inclined minds, and, 
like pugilists who had boxed according to 
science for hine rounds, they started in to 
mix and tear out partitions, 

The outbreak in, one section of the ha!l 
was sufficient to start half a dozen rows, 
and, while the chairman, with the aid of the 
police, tfied to get the belligerents apart, 
they pounded and pummeled each other, 
stormed the platform, tore banners from 
their bearers, kicked over chairs, and ripped 
up the convention with uproar. 


Cannon Restores Order. 

Mr. Cannon’s ascendency at last was 
established again and order wags restored 
before any hospital cases had been created. 

Almost the first official utterance of 
Speaker Cannon when he took charge of the 
convention at 10 o’clock in the cool of the 
bright spring morning was that no demon- 
strations would be permitted on the floor 
or in the galleries, and he announced his 
purpose of keeping to this rule if he had to 
adjourn the convention to do so. 

“The chair desires to state,”” he said, 

“that if it shall prove during the progress 
of the convention that order cannot be main- 
tained so the delegates can transact business 
in a quiet, orderly manner, the chair will 
exercise that authority which resides neces- 
sarily with the chairmen of all great bodies, 
to adjourn upon his own motion the dele- 
gates composing the convention to, the hall 
of the state house of representatives, with 
the order that nobody shall be admitted 
except delegates, officials of the convention, 
and the press.” 
‘The announcement had its effect, and if 
there was any idea in the mind of any can- 
didate of getting the nomination by means 
of a stampede started in confusion and dis- 
order it was dispelled. The convention went 
to work in an orderly fashion, and the gal- 
lery practically was unheard of for several 
hours. Delegates themselves were kept 
under Mr. Cannon's gavel during the day, 
with the exception of about sundown, when 
they started to mill each other, 


Hamlin Man Starts Rumpus. 

Once or twice Mr. Cannon winked at at- 
tempts to “‘awaken enthusiasm’ between 
ballots while the vote was being counted, and 
as the day proceeded these attempts were at- 
tended by greater success, until one of them 
resulted in small rioting. A torn and dirty 
lithograph of Howland J. Hamlin was an 
effective means of starting a brisk, go us you 
please rumpus on the speaker's platform, 
with an even rougher aftermath at the other 
end of the hall. While clerks were counting 
up the tenth ballot William J. Butler of San- 
gamon was seized with the brilliant idea of 
fiaunting a Hamlin picture from the plat- 
form to pave the way for a breakup on the- 
next roll call. 

**Uncle Joe’’ was buried in talk with Sen- 
ator Cullom, and Butler was able to make his 
way to the front of the speaker's desk before 
he displayed the banner. Noone appreciated 
what he was about to do till he stood on tip- 
toes with an Indian warwhoop and waved 
his leader’s picture to and fro like a man lead- 
ing a college cheer. The effect was instan- 
taneous. Delegates who had been facing to- 
ward bands in the rear of the hall turned as 
one man, and a mighty cry went up for Ham- 


lin. 
Chicagoans in Mix. 


While Butler swayed back and forth, mark- 
ing time to successive crashes of Hamlin ap- 
plause, other factions were tumbling over 
each other in a mad race to copy his success- 
ful coup. A tall delegate on the left sprang 
to the platform brandishing Richard Yates’ 
red letter claim to ‘* closeness to the people.”’ 
A colored man raised a Lowden poster to the 
right of Chairman Cannon’s desk, and a 
Warner man planted himself squarely upon 
the platform with a double barreled likeness 
of the war veteran congressman on top of 
a pole. } 

Deneen’s champion was last to appear, and 
trouble came with him. WHardly had Lee 
Brink of Chicago mounted the Western rail- 
ing of the platform with the state’sattorney’s 
battle flag, when he was violently assaulted 
by Gordon Ramsay, a Chicago lawyer and 
Lowden worker. Brink dropped the banner 
and grappled with his assailant, amidst blood- 
thirsty cries from witnesses on the floor. The 
two angry men rolled from sight of the ex- 
cited delegates, and the speaker sent for po- 
lice assistance. 

Meanwhile Ald. Scully of Chicago had 
caught the falling Deneen sigh and was wav- 
ing it in giant circles befote the convention. 
An immense Hamlin banner had found its 
way to the front; Yates was represented by 
a number of gaudy emblems, and the Lowden 
people were making frantic efforts to have 
the colonel fitly represented in the gallery of 
nomination possibilities. Seeing Deneen, 
.Yates, and Hamlin banners being hurried up 
the aisle to the platform they attempted to 
bring within the ropes a resplendent 8x10 
foot oil painting of Lowden that had been 
hanging in front of his Leland headquarters. 
A Yates watcher deemed this picture too 
large for comfort, and at his command a 
policeman guarding the entrance to the dele- 
gates’ section of the floor refused to admit it.

When the speaker announced the next bal- 
lot he was surrounded by polieemen, and any 
chance onlooker might have supposed the 
convention was under military law. Sheriff 
Brainard of Sangamon county took such an 
active part in* suppresring the Yates dem- 
onstration on the platform that Cannon 
eventually interfered, and the galeries 
howled approval. 

The preliminaries which preceded the bal- 
loting consisted of the report of the cre- 
dentials committee, submitted by Judge El: 
bridge Hanecy, and accepted without ob- 
jection, and that of the committee on reso- 
lutions, which resulted, among other things, 
in instructing the Illinois national conven- 
tion delegates for the candidacy of Congress- 
man Hitt for the vice presidential nomina- 
tion.

Few Surprises on First Ballot. — 

When the first ballot’s results were an- 
nounced it was found that they had agreed 
with the predictions to such a degree that 
there were few surprises. Ool. Isaac L. Eli- 
wood furnished one of those by proving his 
ability’ to handle De Kalb county and to 
hand over an unfriendly delegation to the 
governor. These fifteen, under their unit 
rule, went to the governor. Every indica- 
tion had been they would be in Lowden’s 
column, but Ellwood had been able to cun- 
solidate the Warner and Hamlin men with 
his five Yates delegates and vote the delega- 
tion solidly. He not only voted it on the 
first’ ballot for the governor but he kept it In 
the Yates column steadfastly. 

Congressman Fuller split his Boone dele- 
gation and followed thetwo lines taken by 
the vote in the county primaries—handing 
four to Warner, two to Yates; and two to 
Lowden. 

Champaign made as even a division as 
possible, trying to be good to the six candi- 
dates with seventeen delegates. For Mc- 
Culloch’s sake Champaign gave up all per- 
scnal preferences. 

Rock Island, in which the Lowden delega- 
tion had been seated by the credentials com- 
mittee, voted twenty-one for Sherman pn 
the first ballot. It was a complimentary 
vote for the candidate of the congressional 
district, and it proved good tactics for Low- 
den. When on the second ballot it left Sher- 
man for him it had the appearance of a break 
and carried some influence. 


Looked for Stampede. 


It was with a feeling of some timidity that 
the convention went into the second ballot. 
The staying qualities. of the delegates had 
not been tested, and there was a possibility 
of a sudden break which would end the con- 
testin a hurry. There might be a stampede. 
There might be desertions sufficient to weak- 
en Yates,Lowden, or Deneen. There might 
be a sudden switch to a candidate with few 
delegates and many hopes. Oneof these can- 
didates, Congressman Warner, sat smiling 
on the platform, close to Speaker Cannon, 
facing a large picture of himself which hung 
down from the beams. Sherman was an- 
other. Pierce’s name had not been presented 
or mentioned, but he was known to be In 
waiting. Hamlin occupied the middle 
ground, and was, as he always has been re- 
garded, ** dangerous.”’ 

The totals on the first ballot are given here 
for reference and comparison: . 


Lowden Makes Gain. 


The second ballot showed a Lowden jump 
to 390, passing Deneen, who lost three votes. 
Sherman was the largest sufferer, as Rock 
Island withdrew and took away twenty-one 
votes. These were responsible for the 
greater part of the Lowden gain. Though 
having no real significance, it was inter- 
preted differently by Lowden’s friends, who 
set up a shout of joy as the transfer was 
made. It had the appearance of the start 
of a landetide, and did something to create 
the feeling, which became general on the 
next ballot, that Lowden was the man to be 
feared. 

Yates started to lose slowly from this bal- 
lot on, bearing out the prediction of many 
that he would not reach again the strength 
which he might develop on the first roll call. 
He haG all the appearance from then on of a 
man who feels himself sliding down a slip- 
pery embankment and who Is trying to hang 
on by digging his fingers into the soil, but 
who, without ald from elsewhere, is a goner. 

With the third ballot the fear inspired by 
Lowden increased. Kane transferred three 
votes from Deneen to him, and Senator Hop- 
kins sitting by the speaker's side began to 
be watched apprehensively. Lorimer got 
up from his aisle seat during the counting 
of the ballotsand began to circulate among 
the delegates. As Lorimer made his way, 
unobtrusively, quietly, and after his own 
easy manner among the delegates, it was re- 
membered it was between the third ands 
fourth ballots at Peoria that he started 
things. Apprehension grew that Yates could 
hot hold his delegates. 

Speaker Cannon endeavored to increase the 
volume and carrying quality of his voice 
by using a megaphone, which retarded rather 
than helped. and he thus proceeded to an- 


Gallenes Show Impatience. 

Delegates knew that no large gains had 
been made, but it was apparent as the roll 
went on he was gaining, and the convention 
was expectant to learn exactly in what 
proportions. Mr. Cannon tried to make the 
announcement, but the shuffling of restless 
men and confusion in the gallery made it 
impossible for the convention to get the 
news, anxiety for which had caused the dis- 
turbance. 

Mr. Cannon could not be heard, and the 
gallery especially and some of the delegates 
as well began to show impatience. 

the cle read the galleries 
shouted. 

Then the speaker showed definitely that 
he intended to run the convention after his 
ideas of propriety. He laid aside the mega- 
phone and beat the desk with the gavel, an- 
nouncing: 

*“*It is not only the privilege but the duty 
of the chair to announce the vote. The sec- 
retary will not do it. This convention will 

ot have its method of procedure dictated 

om the gallery, even if it requires the 
assistance of the police to eject the dis- 
turbers.”’ 

There were no further suggestions to Mr. 
Cannén from any section of the hall, and he 
proceeded, makihg one concession, however. 

“T'll try it without the megaphone,” he 


said. 
Third Ballot, Loss for Yates. | 

Without the embarrassing aid of this he 
read the third ballot. Yates had dropped out 
of the 500 class and was down to 499 43-66, 
while Lowden nearly had reached the 400 
class, securing 306 53-66. Deneen was only 
six votes below his original figure, having 
380 35-66, part of which loss was to be at- 
tributed to the fact that Henry county had 
brought forward the name of John H. Pierce 
of Kewanee, giving him seventeen votes, 
three of which came from Deneen and five 
from Yates. Stark, also instructed for Pierce, 
had changed from Warner to him, and he 
had a total of 21 83-66, Richland, with its ; 
bothersome four votes, having changed 2-3 
from Sherman to Pierce. 

Warner had lost eleven from his original 
figure, and Hamlin had lost twenty, and 
Sherman thirty. The bulk of these losses io 
other candidates. had gone to Lowden, he 
having secured forty-two of the seventy-four 
delegates who had changed hands. While 
the shifting had not been considerable, it had 
been enough to show uneasiness, and Low- 
den was plainly the candidate who was “ on 
the make.”’ 

With determination and considerable per- 
plexity the conventiog settled down quietly 
for the fourth attempt. It started with a 
slump it the Yates forces. Adams could be 
counted on to stick, but the second county 
brought out the first case of broken instruc- | 


tions. 
Lowden Hopes High. 


Alexander, instructed for the governor, an- 
nounced four for Yates and three for Lowden. 
With wild whoops the Lowden people greet- 
ed what was considered the beginning of the 
landslide. It was thought the prediction of 
the governor’s opponents that his delegates 
would not stick was about to be verified. 
Bond stuck but Boone took one from Yates 
and gave it to Lowden, and more Lowden 
yells broke loose. It was firmly believed in 
many sections of the hall that Yates’ strength 
was dropping away from him. It was not 
much, but the roll call was just beginning, 
and of four counties two had presented 
cases of desertion.- 

Lowden stock had not been rated so high 


of his friends had never been more rosy. 
Starting with Calhoun, the call struck a

‘only defections from Yates to Lowden, and 
the promise contained in the small bolt at the 
beginning of the ballot was not fulfilled. 
Lowden was still the “ making candidate ” 
‘and Yates evidently losing. If small defec- 
tions should change quickly to large ones 
there would be small loss of time in naming 


a candidate. 
Cannon Checks Risorder. 


While the fourth ballot was being count 
by the secretaries, Mr. Cannon's attenti 
was demanded again by the people crowding 
‘about the rails separating them from the 
delegates. He noticed a noisy group and 
asked if they were delegates. Being in- 
formed they were not he ordered them put 
out of the aisles. Several times he held back 
the progress of voting, at different ballots, 
and would not allow the business of the con- 
vention to proceed until quiet had been ,e- 
stored. 

During the counting of the fourth ballot 
the Lowden people were making the efforts 
of their Hves to increase the lead they were 
gaining and to turn small inoreases into a 
landslide. Lorimer again left his seat and 
went to the platform, where he got his 
close to Senator Hopkins. Just what the 
nature of the conversation was remains 
known only to Mr. mer and Senator 
Hopkins, but there were a number of toler- 
ably good guesses that Mr. Lorimer wanted 
to know when, if ever, he could count on 
getting a county or two or three from the 
senator 

What the senator said to Lorimer is also 
a secret, but Kane county, when it reached 
the fifth ballot, was still giving 26 votes to 
Yates. Kane, Kankakee, and Will were 
three spots of thin ice which caused the 
convention to hold ite breath until the roll 
call: went over them as usual. In Kankakee 
Len Small had cast his treasurership aspira- 
tions with Yates absolutely, not dividing as 
most other counties with minor candfdates 
did, but he had been rated through the cam- 
paign as with the “ organization,” and 
Yates’ claim on him was not secured by extra 
large rivets. ° 

WUl was making good the constant asser- 
tion of Warden Murphy of the Joliet pent 
tentiary that it would vote for Yates straight 
through the balloting. If Kane and Will 
swung away from -Yates there was proba- 
bility that the landslide would be on. 


Deneen Delegates Stick. 

During the intermission for counting votes 
the leaders decided that quiet canvassing 
and encouraging of delegates should be as- 
bisted by something more on the whirlwind 
order, and, interpreting Mr. Cannon's order 
against noise to mean noise during roll call, 
started demonstrations, playing of bands, 
and waving of flags. 

At the same time the Yates and Deneen 
people became assured iheir delegates would 
stick to any reasonable number of votes, and 
sudden desertion need not be feared. The 
Deneeen people were confident their dele- 
gates would be found behind them at the end. 

Lowden had come up to 408, but dropped 
to 404 on the sixth baliot. The remarkable 
solidity of the Deneen delegates was shown 
by the fact that on the sixth ballot they 
had lost only three delegates of 386 with 
which they started. Delegates were shift- 
ing in small numbers from one candidate to 
another, but the Deneen vote was stick- 
ing. The same could be said of the Lowden 
vote in Cook. 

On the sixth ballot one Alexander dele- 
gate who had left, Yates for Lowden re- 
considered and caMe back into the fold, 
dividing the county, 5 to 2, for the governor. 
Lowden had dropped to 404, but on the sev- 
enth he came back to 407, and Yates was 
down to 494. 

Richland, in the meantime, had made a 

change in voting which was enough to cause 
Van Cleave and other clerks to pass a vote 
of thanks. Alan Knopf, candidate for treas- 
urer, with the’four votes of this county, 
Ww playing such a square, conscientious 
game with every candidate for governor that 
he tried to divide his four men by six, and 
succeeded. The six candidates got two- 
thirds of a Richland vote each. Finally he 
became bold enough to take a chance, and 
cut out Deneen and Hamlin, so that he di- 
. vided four ways, and expressed his vote 
more simply. Pulaski, with five votes for 
Dan Hogan, took no chances, but handed 
th out in “ones”’ until there was just 
one left, which was distributed fraction- 
ally. 
: Chairman Assures Busse. . 
. Just before the eighth ballot was taken 
Fred Busse was informed that Deneen votes 
were being miscounted, if not juggled, at the 
clerk’s desk. With this idea he advanced to 
the platform and demanded of Mr. Cannon 
that Mr. Deneen be represented at the clerk’s 
table. Van Cleave leaned over to Busse and 
whispered while Cannon made _ inquiries. 
Then the speaker declared: 

‘“*I am told that Mr. Deneen has a friend 
already at the desk. Even if this were not 
so it would be the duty of the chairman to 
know that the ballot was accurately counted 
before he announces it, and I should not an- 
nounce it unless it were.”’ 

With this assurance Mr. Busse retired and 
the balloting proceeded through the next 
few calls in the same manner as the pre- 


ceding. 
Ninth Ballot Noisy. 


The ninth ballot was a noisy one. The 
Yates forces started an uproar on the for- 
lorn hope of a small stampede, and other 
factions took it up just to show they were 
chipper and confident. | 

When Adams county led off with its cus- 
tomary twenty votes for the governor, North- 
cott climbed on a chair and led a salvo of 
cheering which sounded as if Yates had 
gained a brand new convert. While the 
delegates tried to figure out a reason for the 
rapturous Outburst, Alexander’s spokesman 
announced that two of that county’s “‘fickle’’ 
delegates had jumped back to the Yates col- 
umn, where they were at first, and the ap- 
plause became frantic. The “ landslide ’’ 
stopped abruptly then and there, however, 
netting merely half a dozen votes. 

But the Yates crowd shouted religiously 
whenever their candidate’s name was men- 
tioned all down the long list of counties. In- 
self-defense other factions could do no less, 
and every hackneyed announcement of a 
vote was received as enthusiastically as if 
it had not been heard eight times before 
that afternoon. Lowden picked up two stray 
delegates, Deneen 2 3-66, while Warner was 
eight in the hole. Hamlin lost one and Sher- 
man and Pierce each gained half a vote. 


Kane County Storm Center. 

Kane county was the storm center in the 
busy confab that filled the period that pre- 
ceded the calling of the tenth roll. Its posi- 
tion near the middle of the Mst made It a con- 
servative starting point for the feared and 
longed for breakup, and all sorts of pressure 
was brought to bear to make it take the 
responsibility for a split. But on fell its 
vote of former ballots was adhered to. The 
“big’’ men around the speaker's desk 
plunged into the most heated dispute of the 
early evening, and the roll call was begun 
amidst portentous silence in direct contrast 
to the clamor of the ninth ballot. 

As the same old figures were repeated the 
convention became restless and buzzed, and 
the call of the clerk was inaudible. Then Mr. 
Cannon delivered another stern rebuke, 
which declared his personal responsibility 
for a correct ballot and was applauded by 
the delegates. As in similar instances, they 
seemed to take any reproof from the chair as 
delightful compliments. It was delivered in 
such a Washingtonian style as to impress 
deeply. When Vermilion as usual an- 
nounced its twenty-five votes for Hamlin, 
the attorney general’s banners in the balcony 
began to bob up and down and applause 
started which culminated in rioting that fol- 
_ lowed to the end of the rol! call. 

On the tenth ballot the governor was five 
votes to the good, being but one under the 
500 Lowden came out with 407 9-66, 
a gain of two, while Deneen ‘fell back to 
, 879 57-66, a loss of three. Warner suffered a 
further decredse of six and Hamlin went u 
to a total of 114. Warner lost six votes and 
fell to 28, the lowest figure he had reached. 
Sherman had 5 delegates scored to his credit 


! and Pierce 22, a gain of half a vote apiece 


over the ninth ballot. 

With a humorously pathetic hint that he 
would like supper and adjournment, Speaker 
Cannon started the machinery for the twelfth 
roll call. 

*“*In the absence of any previous motion,” 
said he, plaintively, “the clerk will call 
the roll.” 

The delegates laughed, as if any suspen- 
sion of business was the last thing to be 
thought of, and listened with ever fresh 
imterest to the familiar etatement that 
Adams county cast twenty votes for the nom- 
ination of Richard Yates.

DEWEY AND MILES IN-HIGH 
PRAISE OF NAVY AND ARMY. 


Admiral Says United States Has Best 
Ships, Officers, and Men in World— 


Fighting, Not Praying, Wins. 


New York, May 13.—[Special.]—Admiral 
Dewey said the American navy has the best 
ships, officers, and men in the world, and 
General Miles paid an equally high tribute 
to the American soldier tonight at the an- 
nual meeting of the general court of the-Or- 
der of the Founders and Patriots of America. 
The occasion was the 207th anniversary of 
the settlement of Jamestown. 

Admiral Dewey in his address said: 

I don't know as we have any better navy than 
we had: before, but we have better tools than we 
had a few years ago. Of course, the newspapers 
will say we have not, but take my word for it, we 
have the best ships and the best officers and the 
best men in the whole world. As to the enlisted 
men especially, we dre getting the cream of the 
world and with such men ready and eager to 
fight the other nations are going to let us alone. 
And in a few years to come the American people 
are going to have the best navy in the world— 
not for aggression, but to protect our rights. 

Gen. Miles, speaking of the American sol- 
dier, said: 

It has been my privilege to see most of the 
armies of the world. I have studied carefully 
the armies of Japan and China and the soldiers 
of Russia, and the success in the east today of 
the soldiers of the mikado is due to their won- 
derful skill, the faithful performance of their 
duties, and their remarkable enterprise. The Rus- 
sian soldier is courageous in saying his prayers 
before going into battle and the same thing may 
be said of the soldiers of the sultan, and I have 
found that on the battlefield it’s the fighting and 
not the praying that wins. , 

Of all the armies of the world ours seems to 
differ in that the men are serving for a principle. 
Ours seem to feel that they are working for a 
free people—a republic in which every man is a 
sovereign and every woman a superior of sover- 
eigns. Our flag represents the sovereignty and the 
freedom of manhood. It is a pleasure, as well as 
an honor, to serve under it. I know this from my 
forty years’ experience as a soldier. In all that 
time there never was an hour of the day that it 
was not a pleasure to me to be in the service. 

The formal installation of officers took! 
place just before the dinner given by the 
New York state society for the general court. 


MRS. GILLESPIE WITNESS 
AGAINST THREE CHILDREN. 


Aged Woman Called by State to Describe 
Events Surrounding the Murder of 
_ Her Daughter. 


Rising Sun, Ind., May 13.—Mrs. Margaret 
Gillespie, mother of the victim and of two 
of the defendants in the Gillespie murder 
trial, took the witness stand today and told 
of her daughter Elizabeth’s death. | 

Probably never was there a more pathetic 
scene in a court room than during the recital 
of the woman, bowed under 80 years and 
the sorrows brought to her by the quarrel- 
ing of her children. During ttie prelim- 
inary questions the witness spoke calmly 
and every person in the crowded court room 
could hear. 

Before her sat her children, James Gilles- 
pie, Mrs. Belle Seward, and Mrs. Barbour, 
with the latter’s husband in the defendants’ 
dock. They appeared not to share their 
mother’s emotion, and she looked rarely at 
them. Before taking the stand she had sat 
beside James, where she had to hear the 
troubles of her children rehearsed by Prose- 
cutor Hay McMullen in his opening to the 


During her session on the stand, despite 
the fact that the prosecutor had declared 
that the mother and her children had been 
at outs, Mrs. Gillespie carefully refrained 


from any statement that might be construed 


as an opinion as to who fired ¢he shot that 
killed her daughter on the night.of Dec. 8. 

“They were all getting. ready for the 
party that night,” she said. “I was sitting 
in the back part of the house when I heard 
a shot. I called to Elizabeth in the parlor 
and got no answer. Then I ran into the 
parlor and saw-——” 

Here the witness broke down, and it was 
some minutes before she could relate how 
Elizabeth’s-body lay. She went to both 
the rear and the front doors, calling for 
help. She called out for Myron Barbour, 
but it was some time before he crossed the 
street. When Mrs. Gillespie described bath- 
ing the bleeding face of Elizabeth she again 
broke down. At no time during this could 
she speak loud enough for the jurors to 
hear her clearly.

TO BE A CIRCUS RIDER. | 


Seventeen Year Old Daughter of a 
Once Famous Family Leaves Home 
Dressed as a Boy, Steals a Ride on a 
Freight Train, and Induces a Brake- 
man to Help Her Cut Her Hair—He 
Gives Her Good Advice, Provides Her 
with a Ticket, and Sends Her Home. 


Washington, D. C., May 18.—[{Special.]— 
Elizabeth Calvert Austin of the famous old 
family who fortunes were closely connected 
with those of Lord Baltimore in the early 
days of the Maryland coloriy, and whose 
ancestors fought under Washington in the 
revolutionary war, dressed herself in her 
brother’s clothes today, cut off her hair, and 
ran away from her home at Proffitt's Station, 
Va., to become a circus rider. 

Miss Austin is 17 years old, tall, slender, 
and pretty. The fact that she did not suc- 
ceed in getting away and was taken back 
to her home tonight, tearful and repentant, 
was due to the good sense of a brakeman on 
the Virginia fast freight, who notified the 
Washington police that “a mighty pretty 
girl, dressed in a gray sack suit, several 


sizes too large,” had stolen a ride on his. 


train from Proffitt’s Station to Alexandria. 


Brakeman Cuts Her Hair. 


According to this same brakeman, Miss 
Austin has nerve enough to be a circus rider, 
or almost anything else. When he was on his 
run to Alexandria this morning she was sit- 
ting on the edge of a flat car, swinging her 
feet over the side, and engaged in the ap- 
parently congenial task of cutting her hair 
off close to her head with a dull penknife. 

‘“* Won't you please help me?’ she said to 
the brakeman, and the brakeman helped. 
Afterwards he explained to the police that 
Elizabeth was half through the operation 
when he arrived on the scene and that she 
had made such a ragged job of it he thought 
he might as well help. So he got a pair of 
scissors from the caboose and trimmed her 
hair almost as well as a professional barber 
could have done. 


Started in Right Way. 

When the frelght train reached Alexandria 
the brakeman gave the girl some good advice 
and‘took her to the home of a woman friend, 
who supplied her with a complete outrit of 
woman's clothes, bought her a railroad 
ticket, and started her for home.

TORPEDO BOAT SUNK IN HARBOR 
BY A MINE. 


Mikado’s Fieet Shelis the Coast 
Hills Surrounding the Harbor of the 
Czar’s Recently Destroyed City and 
Disperses All Russian Forces With- 
im Reach of the Guns—Transports 
May Now Land Soldiers Without 
Danger from Land or Sea. 


[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
TOKIO, May 18.—The Russfan port of 
Dalpy, twenty miles from Port Arthur, prac# 
tically is in the mikado’s hands. The fleet 
sterday searched the shores and hills of 


| the surrounding bays,.losing a torpedo boat 


in the operation. 

- All floating and contact mines were re- 
moved from the harbor, and Sepmenen te may 
enter with safety. 

An immediate landing of an army with 
siege guns is expected, if, indeed, the army 
has not been landed already. 


Japan Loses First Warship. 

The torpedo boat No. 48 blown up by a 
Russian mine in Kerr bay, north of Dalny, 
is the first warship Japan has lost since 
the war began. Seven men were killed and 
a number wounded. The torpedo boat sank 
within a few minutes. 

The torpedo boat was lost during a series 
of bombardments and surveying operations 
at Talienwan, Deep, and Kerr bays by Ad- 
miral Kataoka, commander of the third 
squadron. ‘ 

The admiral arrived at Kerr bay early 
Thursday morning and detached the cruisers 
Itsukushima, Nisshin, and Miyako, order- 
ing them to bombard the land batteries, 
while a flotilla of torpedo boats swept the 
harbor for mines. 

A second flotilla of torpedo boats, which 
had been engaged in guarding Port Arthur 
the previous night, jofned the squadron and 
began the work of surveying the harbor. 


Russian Troops Shelled Out. 

The Miyako discovered a company of Rus- 
sian infantry and a detachment of cavalry 
on shore and dispersed them. 

‘The survey was completed at 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

Two torpedo boats that were reconnolter- 
ing and removing mines on the west shore of 
Kerr bay discovered a telegraph linerunning 
along the Takushan peninsula. In order to 
destroy it Lieut. Hotta and four sailors land- 
ed and scaled the heights under the protec- 
tion of the guns of the torpedo boats and 
cut the line. 

The Japanese vessels then discovered three 
bodies of Russian troops, one large and two 
small ones, whereupon the squadron ad- 
vanced close to the shore and shelled them. 

The Mikayo, which wos reconnoitering in 
Deep bay, discovered a Russian guard post 
cn a mountain to the northwest of Robinson 
promontory and destroyed it. 

A Russian force, estimated-at ten com- 

nies, took refuge behind an eminence, but 
it was dispersed by the Japanese. . 


How Torpedo Boat Was Lost. 


- Torpedo boats Nos. 48 and 49 discovered a 
large mechanical mine in Kerr bay. Their 


various attempts to blow it up failed, and it | 


suddenly exploded of itself, cutting No. 48 
in two. The torpedo boat sank in seven min- 
utes. The squadron hurried boats to the res- 
cue and picked up the wounded. Three other 
mines were discovered and exploded. The 
squadron completed its operations at 6 
o'clock in the evening and returned to its 


base.

THROUGH JAP LINES 


RUSSIAN VALOR WAY TO 
PORT ARTHUR. 


Col. Spirtdorot and the Fourth Amur 
Battalion Restore the Roadbed, Re- 
lay Ralls, and Repair Bridges De- 
stroyed by the Enemy and Take a 
Trainload of Ammunition Into the 
Besieged Fortress—Described as the 
Most Daring Act of the War. 


LIAOYANG, May 138.—Nemirovich Dan- 
chenko, a Russian war correspondent who 


‘came here on the lst train that left Port 


Arthur, describes the manner in which Col. 
Spiridorof and the Fourth Amur railroad bat- 
talion repaired the railway destroyed +y 
Japanese scouts and took a trainload of am- 
munition into the beleaguered fortress. 

Col. Spiridorof’s feat is regarded here as the 
most daring act in the war. He restored the 
roadbed, railroad rails, and repaired bridges 


where only three days before the Japanese. 


engineers had wrought havoc with ghelr ex- 
plosives. He took his train through a coun- 
try occupied by the enemy’s forces and safely 
delivered the much needed stores of ammu- 
nition to the besieged gafrison at Port Ar- 
thur. 
Tells of His. Escape. 

Danchenko, who is sometimes called the 
Russian Archibald Forbes, who has just ar- 
rived here from Port Arthur, furnishes the 
following chronicle of the events of the first 
week of the investment of the fortress: 

“From Thursday, May 5, theapowerful fleet 
of the enemy’s cruisers, the Adsuma, Asama, 
Idsumo, Iwate, and another, the name of 
which is unknown, together with the flag- 
ship Mikasa and the battleships Shikishima, 


Hatsuez, Asahi, Yashima, and the Fuji, re- | 


mained constantly in sight at Port Arthur, 
departing every night and returning at day- 
light. 

“ Our communications with the north were 
broken on Thursday and the following day 
the telegraph office in Port Arthur refused 
to accept our messages. 

“On Saturday, May 7, I decided, by hook 
or by crook, to join the Manchurian army 
at Liaotung, it being plainly impossible to 
write or telegraph from Port Arthur. I paid 
a farewell visit to the batteries and inspected 
their positions. 

“We went on past Kinchou, distinguishable 
in the distance by the threatening profile of 
its defenses. We decided after passing 
Kinchou to. stick to the railroad, boarding 
an open freight car which the engine pulled 
along the deserted line to Sanshilipou. 
There was not a single employé there, but 
the station was crowded with Chinamen. 


Russians Repair the Line. 
“At last we saw the smoke of an approach- 


ing train. As the Japanese were said to | 


heve landed an engineer -battalion, with 
rails, engines, and cars, we were uncertain 
who was on board, but we decided to go 
and meet the trafn. 

“aA turn of the line brought us in sight of 
a long bridge. The train had halted beyond. 
lf Russians were on board we thought they 
mast have met Odintzoff, who had certainly 
told them that the bridge was safe. We 
roticed that those who were on board the 
train were inspecting the bridge, and con- 
cided they must be Japanese. Consequently 
we began toretreat, making preparations for 
any emergency. 

‘“ Winall¥, as the train started again, our 


field glasses revealed Russian uniforms. It 


proved to be a party headed by Col. Spiri- 
dorof, with officers and men of the Fourth 
Amur railroad battalion, who had boldly 
come over the damaged fine.” 


TROOPS MARCH IN AND OUT. 


Russians Adopt Unique Device at New- 
chwang to Keep Natives from 


Bold. 


NEWCHWANG, May 18.—The Russians 
are moving two regiments in and out of New- 
chwang for the purpose of creating the 

impression among the natives that they have 
a number of men here. These two regi- 
ments ‘ comprise the only Russian force in 
this vicinity, the remainder of the troops 
, formerly here being moved toward Mylan. 


BIG RBD GROSS SCANDAL. 


RUSSIANS OF HIGH POSITION SAID 
TO BE INVOLVED. 


Declared That Funds Have Been Used 
to Pay High Salaries to Impecuni- 
ous Aristocrats and Court Women— 
One Colonel Accused of Borrowing 
the Money to Use in Gambling on 
Stock Exchange — Similar Charges 
Come from Moscow. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 138, 8 a. m.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Daily Mail says 
there is great indignation there over the 
malversion of the funds of the Russian Red 
Cross society. A number of impecunious 
aristocrats and court women were appointed 
to positions in the society, where they drew 
extravagant salaries and performed little if 
any work. In some cases these appointees 
drew salaries amounting to many thousands 
of dollars yearly. 


Used in Stock Gambling. 

According to the Revolutionara Russia, 
Col. Shwedoff, a member of the St. Pe- 
tersburg committee, borrowed an immense 
sum of money from the Red Cross funds 
in order to gamble on the stock éxchange. 
His speculations were unsuccessful, it is said, 
and the czarina paid his debt to the society 
in order to avoid a scandal and save Col. 
Shwedoff, who is a special favorite of the 
court. The colonel even retained his mem- 
bership on the committee, but precautions 
had been taken to prevent further borrow- 
ing. 

Same Sc&indal at Moscow. 

Similar scandals occurred at Moscow, 
where Prince Galitzin and Count Lansky 
were accused of appropriating collections. 
Count Lansky refuses to pay the money 
back or disclose the subscription list. Prince 
Galitzin refunded $2,500. These occurrences 
have made the public suspicious, and many 
wealthy persons have refused to subscribe 
to the Red Cross fund.

General Staff Fears Japanese 


Armies Are Larger than 
at aie Supposed. 


‘TROOPS EVERY SIDE. 


Mikado’ 4 “Generals: “May Strike 
Mukden and Turn Flank 
of Czar’s Forces. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 
- 8T. PETERSBURG, May 14, 1 a. m.—The 
Japanese armies at their present rate of 
progress are expected to be within striking 
distance of Liaoyang and Haicheng on Sun- 
Gay or Monday. A battle is expected on one 
of those days. 

The Russians are in the dark as to the place 
where to await the Japanese attack. It is 
considered probable that the northern force 
will be heavily reinforced, ané that a simul- 
taneous attack of the southern division will 
olear the railroad to Newchwang and permit 
the enemy to move directly northward and 
strike the Russian flank at Liaoyang or Muk- 
den in cotJperation with the force which wae 

at Samatsy on Wednesday. 


Jap Force Is Large. 

The idea is beginning to prevail here that 
the Japanese are in much greater force in 
lower Manchuria than at first expected. This, 
added to, the extraordinary power they dis- 
play in concealing their movements, the

Russians in the Dark. 

The Russian general staff cannot even

divisions (80,000) of the enemy, not counting 
20,000 men in the lower part of the Liaotung 
peninsula, are in southern Manchuria. Asto 
the force advancing along the littoral from 
Yalu; where it is believed another army 

landed, information is incomplete. 

, Kouropatkin’s Official Report. 
Emperor Nicholas has received the follow- 
ing official dispatch from Gen. Kouropatkin: 
“ At dawn on May 11 the Japanese began 
to emerge from Fengwangcheng, on the 
Liaoyang road. The advance guard, march- 
ing towards Suelichen, consisted of a regi- 
| ment of infantry, four guns, and a regiment 


of cavalry. 
“ BSuelichen was held by a troop of Cos- 


lin defile was occupied by two sotnias. 
“Two companies of Japanese marched on 
Chansialin and another company advanced 


.| on Suelichen, turning our right flank. 


Cossacks Retreat Firing. 

“The Cossacks then retired, still keeping 
the enemy back with their fire, first upon the 
Fangtien defile and finally towards the de- 
file in the neighborhood of the village of 
Ehumynzo, where they took up a position. 

“The captain of the sotnia, Dewahl, was 
wounded and two Cossacks were killed. 

Kypndiansan (Kwantiensien?) was evac- 
uated May 10 by the enemy and occupied by 
our Cossacks. 

Reconnoissances ‘fallea to discover the 
presence of Japanese in the valley of the 
Tsacheo, thirty-seven miles southwest of 
Gaimadga (Samatzy or Saimaki?). 


Marching in Siuyen. 


“On May 9 and May 10 the enemy's 
bivouacs were seen in the valley of the river 
Unsianheo, near the village of Taindza, 
eighteen miles east of Siuyen, and at Sed- 
zekhedze, at the confluence of the Tayang 
and Sedzi rivers. 

**On the morning of May 10 a Japanese in- 
fantry detachment about 10,000 strong, with 
from fifty to eighty guns, which concen- 
trated at Salidzaypu, started towards Siuyen. 

**Takushan, about forty miles west of the 
mouth of the Yalu, and, Chingtaitze, fifteen 
miles southwest of Takushan, have been oc- 
cupied by the Japanese. 

“On May 11 Japanese scouts appeared at 
‘a point twelve miles south of Siuyen. 

** All was quiet on May 11 in the district of 
Yinkow.” 


WILL BREAK CUBAN DEADLOCK. 


President Palma Has Arranged to Seat 
New Representatives and Get 
Quorum in Congress. 


HAVANA, May 13.—President Palma to- 
day summoned to the palace the leaders of 
both parties in congress for the purpose of 
conferring with them regarding the means 
of obtaining .a quorum in the house of repre- 
sentatives, especially in view of the fact that 
the first payment of the revolutionary 
soldiers’ loan will be made July 1, and the 
president is anxious that congress shall 
direct the manner of the distribution of the 
money. 

The result of the conference was that an 
understanding was reached by which the new 
congressmen from Havana, Matanzas, and 


Santa Clara provinces will be seated on the 


strength of their credentials in order to form 
a quorum, while those from other provinces 
will be compelMed to await the result of the 
investigations inte their elections. 

The independent congressmen have issued 
a manifesto charging the conservative ma- 
jority with responsibility for the six weeks’ 
deadiock in the house because of their un- 
fairness towards the liberals. 


AMERICANS MAY BE EXPELLED. 


Canadian House of Commons Makes Vig- 


orous Protest Ageinst Engineers 
on New Road. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 13.—During the dis- 
cussion on the Grand Trunk Pacific bill in the 
house of commons tonight the opposition 
made a vigorous protest against the employ- 
ment of American engineers in the surveys 
of the proposed railway. 

Sir Wiifrid Laurier said that there were 
not more than 4 per cent of aliens employed. 
Further particulars were askea for, and if 
the final answer is not satisfactory the alien 
labor act probably will be brought into requi- 
sition and the men deported.

Remove Idea of “Degradation.” 


“Such schools as the Chicago Manual 
Training school,”’ said Mr. Bartlett, “ will be 
an important factor in determining the fu- 
ture relations of employer andemployé. The 
money invested in them would be well spent 
if nothing were accomplished beyond teach- 
ing boys the falsity of the notion of the so- 
called ‘degradation of labor.’ 

“No graduate of the Chicago Manual 
Training school,jI am sure, will advocate 
limiting the nuntber of men to learn a trade. 
None will support self-conetituted authorities 
in attempts to dictate when and for whom

cago City railway, marked by a more con- 
ciiatory attitude toward labor unionism, is 
said to be forecasted in the unanimous elec- 
tion of Mason B. Starring as general man- 
ager.

SON BABIES HIGH IN AIR 


EWING STREET MOTHERS USE THE 
BOSTON METHOD. 


Italian Children Stay Out of Doors 
Most of the Time All Summer — In 
Quarters Inkabited by Well to Do 
Chicagoans Only Two Instances of 

- the Hub Practice Are Found — One 
of These Infants Is That ofa Janitor 
of the Raymond. 


Close observation of windows and balconies 
failed t6 reveal.that Boston’s latest fad of 
leaving babies exposed to the wind and sun 
has made much progress in Chicago. The 
nearest thing to the practice was discovered 
in an Italian tenement building in Ewing 
street. 

Sp in Ewing street and in all other 
streets In the foreign quarters of the west 
side means that the streets are littered with 
babies. On the first warm day, when the sun 
lights up the alleys and courts that honey- 
comb the quarter, the inhabitants of the 
buildings overfiow into the open air, there to 
remain twenty hours out of the twenty-four 
until next winter. Babies born during the 
winter are wrapped up and placed in the 
sunlight. 

Italian Baby Out “ All the Time.” 


The happiest and healthiest baby in this 
district was interviewed yesterday by a 
TRIBUNB reporter. Wrapped as carefully in 
swaddling clothes as the child of a Roman 
noble, this child of Chicago’s tenements lay 
blinking and crowing in the sunlight, which 
streamed over the housetops and into the 
balcony, where it was tied. Inside the dark 
rooms the mother was working. 

“We leave him out all the time now,” 
she said. ‘“‘ He cries if he is kept in the 
house. It leaves me free to work and makes 
him well.’’ 

On Balcony at Hull House. 

Another baby that cries when left insiae 

is a ward of t.:ll house. His mother works 
out during the day and the baby is placed 
in the care of'a Hull house nurse every 
morning. A little jumper has been rigged 
up on the balcony over Halsted street. It is 
arranged so that baby can stick hie feet out 
at the bottom and amuse himself by swing- 
ing. Mrs. Britton, who has charge of the 
rhea babies left at Hull house every day, 
said: 
“ This is a cross bahy and demands to be 
taken into the fresh air and placed in the 
jumper every morning. He is weak and it 
does him good.” 

At this point the baby, who had been taken 
into the nursery for his afternoon nap, awoke 
and set up a determined howling, which was 
only quieted by a hurried transfer to the 
jumper. 

In speaking of the 
Britton said: 

“I believe in fresh air, but it must be 
given intelligently. No strappings are in- 
fallible, and I should hate to leave a baby 
in a window box high above the street. In 
some sections of the city there is no ad- 
vantage gained, because of the smoke and 
gas from the factories. We take the babies 
out on these balconies every day and let 
them play, but some one is always in at- 
tendance. In the new nursery which we are 
planning and hope to have a roof garden 
will be one of the features.”

stance of the new method. 

“ There is no place in Chicago where there 
is more fresh air than on the roof of this 
building,” said the janitor. ‘! There are only 
two babies in the building beside my own, 
and‘mine is the only one to make use of this 
unique and healthful playground. I have 
made the sides absolutely impassable by 
building a fence around the roof four feet 
from the edge. I have made a flower gar- 
den for my baby to gaze on when he gets 
tired of the lake and the harbor, 

“My baby is happy and well,”’ continued 
the janitor. “‘ He is kept from the soiling 
contact with common children and from the 
dirt of the street. The babies of the wealthy 
tenants are petted and fussed over too much. 
They never leave the place without a nurse. 
They are never alone and have to have a 
doctor every other day.” 

Puts Baby in Hammock. 

The wife.of a physician who lives near 
Lincoln park, while not driven to build win- 
dow boxes in a skyscraper in which to place 
her little one for their daily fresh air bath, 
believes in all fresh air possible. 

“It must be done with some intelligence,”’ 
she said. ‘For instance, on a cold winter 
day, it would not be well to let a baby take 
into its lungs the unwarmed air. Its face 
must Be covered also. In the summer I al- 
ways put my baby to sleep in the hammock 
in the yard.

JUDGE LINDSAY, DENVER, SOLVES

Tells Mothers’ Congress That People

This was the plan advocated by Judge B. 


B. Lindsay of Denver at the national con- 


gress of mothers last night. It was taken 
up by other speakers. The punishment by 
imprisonment of parents was prescribed aga 
sure preventive of the growth of the crim- 
inal clase of boys. , Judge Lindsay charged 
the mothers and fathers of the nation with 
responsibility for the crowded reformatories 
and jails. 

“The rich boys,”” he declared, “are de- 
bauched by luxury and money. They do Mt- 
tle work and have no respect for those who 
do, and the poor boys are often neglected to 
the extent that they do not get enough nour- 
ishment to keep their courage strong.”’ 


Boys Ignorant of Obedience. 

The speaker urged that mischievousness 
in the boy is often mistaken for criminality. 
He declared that there is nothing like fun 
and adventure in a boy, and insisted that 
the greatest trouble with the lade of today 
is that they do not know how to obey. He 
said that it is for the home, the state, and 
the church to teach them. Judge Lindsay 
urged that a boy problem exists, and upon 
its solution depends the safety of the nation 
in the next generation. 

He urged that criminality is increasirg 
among boys at an alarming extent. 

** At least one-half of the murderers have 
come from the boys of the country,” he said. 
“ @ver one-half.of the inmates of your jails 
are boys. At least one out of every five of 
the mothers’ sons come to jail between the 
ages of 10 and 20—a majority of these be- 
tween 10 and17. There are from two to five 
times as many boys arrested arinually as all 
other classes combined. Nine-tenths of 
these boys, are American boys, American 
born, and not of foreign birth, as is generally 
supposed, They are increasing in numbers 
constantly. Every penitentiary in the coun- 
try is full of young men who were boys only 
a few years ago. The jails are full of boys 
of today.” 


Enumerates Causes of Crime. 

This increased criminality among boys 
Judge Lindsay attributed to the following 
causes: 

Incompetent parents. 

Bad surroundings in their home neighborhoods. 

Dirty politics in the city police departments, 
which deprives children of protection. — 

Desertion. 

Divoree. * 

The jails, he said, were making their In- 
mates worse. The fathers, he urged, are too 
t-usy making money to think about the boys. 

Judge Lindsay urged his hearers to preach 
the doctrine of trusting the boy. 

“When he is committed to the reform- 
atory give him his papers and let him go 
alone. I have been doing this for years, 
end no boy has ever gone back on me. 
Love him back tap righteousness.” 

Mrs. Martha B. Falconer, probation of- 
ficer, urged that the recipe of Judge Lind- 
say should be tried in Illinois; that the 
beet should be punished for child ne- 
giec 

Talks Against Child Labor. 


The child was the topic of the day’s dis- 
cussions at the congress... At the forenoon 
session Mrs. Florence Kelley of New York 
blamed the mothers of the nation for the 
existence of the child labor evil in the south 
and called upon them to stamp it out by 
bo¥cotting the products of factories employ- 
ing children. 

** We mothers are letting little children do 
our work for us,” declared Mrs. Kelley. 
“They are slaving their lives out in cotton 
mills and factories in order to give us leisure. 
Were it not for child slavery we would not 
be here today discussing these probiems. 
We cry out against child labor, but do we 
women realize that the remedy lies in our 
hands? There is not a woman before me, I 
will venture to say, who is not wearing some 
product of child labor—not one who does 
not daily consume food prepared by chil- 
dren.”

Mrs. Emilie J. Smith Donates 

_ Residence to Presbytery as 
for the Old. 


Churches Will Enlarge House at 
Oakwood Boulevard and Vin- 
cennes Avente. 


- As a’gift for the charitable work of the 
Presbyterian chyrch Mrs. Emilie J. Smith 
has presented her residence at Oakwood 
boulevard and Vincennesavenue. In it will 
be established the Presbyterian Home for 
the Aged. The lot has a frontage of 184 
feet on the boulevard and 1665 feet on the ave- 
nue, large enough for extensive additions 
contemplated by the committee of the pres- 
bytery. 
Mrs. Smith's only conditions are that the 
home be a memorial to her parents, and that 
the committee provide funds sufficient to 
aseure the cotperation of the churches. The 
committee now is planning to raise $50,000 
for maintenance of the home and for the 
erection of a dormitory in connection with it. 


Co-operation of All Promised, 


The plan to provide a home for the aged 
was suggested a few months ago by the 
Rev. Norman B. Barr, pastor of the Olivet 
Memorial church. He called the attention 
of the presbytery to the urgent needs of 
members of various congregations who had 
been left dependent upon the charity of 
others. The presbytery appointed a com- 
mittee to canvass the question and get opin- 
ions from various pastors and laymen. 

The committee found many influential 
members of the Presbyterian churches will- 
ing to contribute to.a fund for providing 
such a home, and the plan met the co- 
operation of all to whom it was presented. 
It was found also that foreign born resi- 
dents of Chicago had made ample provision 
for the aged of their own nationalities, but 
that outside of the county almshouse there 
was practically no provision for the care of 
native born Americans. The presbytery 
adopted the report of the commission and

INSTRUCTIONS FOR HITT. 

The members of the republican state con- 
vention declared unanimously yesterday 
that 
We take pride in commending to the republicans 
of the nation, to be assembled in convention, our 
distinguished fellow citizen, the Hon Robert R. 
Hitt, for the office of vice president of the United 
States; and we hereby instruct our delegates to 
the national convention for him and to use all hon- 
orable means to secure his nomination. 

The man.whom Illinois will present to the 
tational convention to go on the ticket with 
Theodore Roosevelt is no unknown quan- 
tity. It will ngt’be necessary to instruct the 
delegates in detail as to who he is and what 
his public career has been, Everybody who 
knows anything of the political history of 
the country for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury knows without being told that Mr. 
Hitt has all the qualifications which a can- 
didate for the vice presidency should have. 


There are many states which have no: 


‘“ favorite sons” to urge for the vice presi- 
dency. Their delegates ought to fall into 
‘line at once behind those from Illinois and 
give Mr. Hitt their votes. There are other 
states whose delegates wish to compliment 
distinguished fellow citizens. After they 
have paid their compliments and 4one all 
that courtesy requires of them they, too, 
should come to the support of the candidate 
of Illinois and make his nomination unani- 
mous. 

The Illinois delegates have been instruct* 
ed to secure Mr. Hitt’s nomination. It 
ought not to be a difficult matter for them 
to carry out the instructions. 


CLOSED SHOP CONTRACTS. : 
The Appellate court, speaking through 
Judge Adams, holds closed shop agree- 
ments unlawful. It says that agreements 
of this kind “tend to create a monopoly 
in favor of the unions to the exclusion of 
workmen not members of such unions and 
are in this respect unlawful. Contracts 

tending to create a monopoly are void.” 
Appellate court decisions are not finalities. 
The Supreme court does not in®ariably at-. 
cept/their law. That court has not passed 


legality the Supreme court should pass on 
it and let employers and unions know pre- 
cisely where they stand. There are many 
employers who have entered willingly into 
closed shop contracts because they consid- 
ered it for their interest to do so. They 
have not looked on the contracts as contrary 
to public policy and void. There are unions 
which are asking employers to enter into 
such agreements. If they are unlawful the 
unions should abandon the demand for 
them. If the Supreme court would only say 
what is the law, the advocates of the closed 
shop and of the open shop would know 
where they stand before the law. 

The Supreme court may be by no means 
of the same mind as the Cook county Ap- 
pellate court. It may be of the opinion that 
an employer has a right to hire the labor 
of a particular class of men and to bind 
himself not to hire that of another class dur- 
ing the short life of the contract. There are 
eases where it is to the manifest advantage 
of the employer to deal exclusively with a 
labor organization and thus insure himself 
a@ steady and adequate. supply of efficient 
labor. It is to the advantage of the organi- 
zation to secure work for a certain number 
of its members. This seems to be a matter 
of mutual benefit rather than of monopoly. 
There are other cases where the employer 
may not see anything to be gained by agree- 
ing to employ union labor. Then he should 
be at liberty to make an agreement with 
nonunion men alone.

. TEA AND TIBET. 
‘The Tibetans will not negotiate with the 
British mission and are resolved to resist by 
force its further progress. In every en- 
counter .thus far the Tibetans have lost 
heavily, but their spirits are not cowed and 
apparently reinforcements will have to be 
brought up by the British before they can 
advance beyond Gyonugtse. Notice has been 
given in the house of commons that if the 
Tibetans do not agree to negotiate at that 
point within a given date it is the intention 
of the Indian government to push on to 
Lhassa and negotiate there. But when that 
city is reached there may be nobody in au- 
thérity there with whom to discuss matters 
and’ make agreements. 

A suggestion has been thrown out which 
may be acted on if the Dalai lama, or the 
persons who control him, remain obdurate. 
There are two lamas. There is the one who 
lives at Lhassa and has the political suprem- 
acy. There is another, the Pantshen lama, 
residing at one of the great monasteries re- 
mote from Lhassa, who is known as “ the 
glorious teacher.” The lama at Lhassa is 
the incarnation of Avalokitesvara, and the 
other one of Amitabha. 

One’ great object of‘the British in nego- 
tiating with Tilt is -to establish ‘a market: 
for India tea. The. authorities at Lhassa. 
forbid the admission of any but China tea, 
traffic in which they monopolize to their 
great pecuniary advantage. Now, it is sug- 
gested that the India government. put the 
Dalai lama on one side—practically depose’ 
him—and strike a bargain with the othér 
lama, the incarnation of Amitabha, who 
‘spirtually outranks Avalokitesvara, to the 
effect that he shall be recognized and pro- 
tected as the true grand lama if he will let 
in India tea, making money out of the trade 
in it if he chooses. Then the India govern- 
ment will have a strong hold on the Budd- 
hists and secure a new market for an impor- 
tant Indian product. 

Many curious things have been done to ex- 
tend commerce. It may be that the English 
‘will deprive one lama of political power and 
give it to another to open Tibet to India tea,

Nothing which President Roosevelt and 
the republican congress have done is of more 
far reaching benefit than this well devised 
plan of reclaiming the vast areas of desert 
land seattered through the western half of 
‘the country. The object of the reclamation 
law is to make the government the agent of 
the people in turning over the public do- 


ness basis. The settler can buy of the gov- 
ernment the reclaimed land at what it costs 
to redeem it. In this way the fund for irri- 
gation will not be exhausted,*but will re- 
main intact for making more land culti- 
vable. The eastern farmer is not taxed for 
the benefit. of the western farm, as would 
be the case if the government sold the re- 
claimed land at the old figure of $1.25 per 
acre. 

_ The new lands are to be sold to actual set- 
tlera.s and their purchase limited to 160 
acres. So great is the fertility of irrigated 
land that the average farm need not exceed 
forty or fifty acres to support a family in 
abundance. The population being so much 
denser than in other farming districts west 
of the Mississippi, life on the farm can 
give way to life in the village, and the ele- 
ment of loneliness which has . heretofore 
made the vocation of farming repugnant to 
many will be eliminated. 

Great interest is already being taken in 
the reclamation projects by prospective 
homeseekers. They should beware of the 
organized band of swindlers which is re- 
ported at work in several western states. 
These confidence men pretend to have “ in- 
side information,” and for a fee of $50 to 
$200 agree to locate settlers on the best land.

HE prince of Wales is determined to 
give more attention than heretofore to, 
horse racing, which his countrymen 
regard as so preéminentiy the national 
sport of England. For he has now 
several horses in training, and has just 
taken over the suite of rooms at the Jockey 
club house at ‘Newmarket ' which : for. “3 
many years were occupied by the duke of 
Cambridge. They are being refurnished 
and redecorated for his use, and everything 
goes to indicate that’ he will be a far more 
frequent visitor to this Mecca of the racing 
world then heretofore. 


Lady Clonmell’s presentation at court is 
deserving of some attention, as. she, too, 
was a footlight favorite when she married 
the earl. There are quite a number.of peer- 
‘esses of the realm at present who graduated 
into matrimony from the stage. But so far 
as I am aware, Lady Clonmel! is the only 
one of them to be received at court and to 
be accorded the distinction of presentation 
to Queen Alexandra. Lady Clonmell was 
the daughter of a gentleman farmer at Toft 


+ Hill, near Rugby, of the name of Samuel. 


Berridge, who was well known ag a success- 
ful breeder of shire horses and heavyweight 
hunters, as well as of coursing grey- 
hounds. Mrs. Berridge was the daughter of 
a clergyman. Mise Stella Berridge lost her 
father when she was about 17 years of age, 
and as he'left his family nearly penniless, 
and she had a pronounced taste for theatri- 
cals, she went on the: stage for a living, 
only quitting it to marry the earl.of Clon- 
mel, who spent an entiré year in this coun- 
try just previous to his marriage, engaged 
in the purchase of horses, in the breeding 
and raising of which he is greatly interestéd. 

Lady Clonmell’s presentation* at ‘court 
serves to show once more that the mere fact 
of having been connected In the past with 
the stage does not in itself constitute a 
bar to presentation at court in Great Britain. 
Thus Sir Theodore Martin’s wife, celebrated 
as an actress under the name of Helen 
Faucit, was, as Lady Martin, not only re- 
ceived at court but treated with the most 
marked consideration by the queen, who 
visited her at her country house. Even 
Queen Charlotte, the straitlaced and ter- 
ribly strict wife of King George III., did not 
object to former footlight favorites at court, 
providing they fulfilled certain conditions. 
Thus when the earl of Derby of those days 
married the famous actress, Miss Farren, 
and the newly. wedded countess wrote to the 
lord chamberlain to ascertain what queen 
Chariotte’s views were with regard to her 
appearance at court, her majesty declared 
that she ha@ no objection whatsoever to the 
countess of Derby’s presentation at the royal 
drawing rooms, “because she had heard 
that Miss Farren during her theatrical 
career had always borne a most excellent 
reputation.” 

The British house of lords hag just become 
aware of the fact that while the great flag 
which flies from the top of the Victoria tower, 
at Westminster is raised when the house of 


commons is in session, it hes never yet 


been thought necessary to fly the colors 
when the upper chamber of the national 
legislature is alone sitting, as happens at 
least once every week, and 
oftener. 


Victoria tower. It shines at night when the 
commons are attending to their parliament- 
ary duties, but is left unlighted when only 
the lords afe in session. 

The lords, who have taken several decades 
to become alive to this fact, are profoundly 
indignant at this indifference shown to the 
fact that they are the senior, and in their 
own estimation assuredly the most impor- 
tant of the two houses of parliament, and 
are now taking steps to have this lack of 
consideration for their dignity remedied. 

Few people who gaze on this tower, which 
is one of the landmarks of London, re@lize 
that, nearly four hundred feet high and con- 
taining 140 huge fireproof rooms, it is filled 
from its basement almost to its summit wi 
precious state papers that tell the history ot 
Great Britain and of its rulers, the docu- 
ments being raised to the various floors by 
means of a steam engine working on the 
eleventh floor. The parapet, which looks like 
a speck ef stone from down below, is sixteen 
feet high. The flag staff which surmounts 
the tower ds 110 feet high, and the flag itself, 
which looks like an ordinary piece of bunt- 
ing from the street, is 60x45 feet, and is raised 
t6 the surfimit of the pole by machinery. It 


is stated to be the biggest Union Jack which 


is flown in the united kingdom. 

Lord Suffolk, who spent several years out 
in India with Lord Cubzon as one of his 
aids de camp, where he shone~more as an 
amateur actor than in an official capacity, 
has, since his return from, the orient, or- 
ganized a troupe of ainateut players known 
as “* The Earl of Suffolk’s Theatrical com- 
pany,”’ and who travel about the country 
giving performances here and there, the 
profits, after the payment.of the expenses, 
being devoted to charity. There are no pro- 
fessionals in the troupe, and when the com- 
pany gave the ‘Country Girl’’ the other 
day at Cirencester, even the orchestra, with 
Lady Muriel Coventry in the chair as con- 
ductor, consisted of amateurs, mostly ladies, 
including Lady Agnes and Lady Catherine 
Howard. 

Lord Suffolk, whose name was repeatedly 
mentionéd as destined to become the hus- 
band of an American bride, but who still 
remains a bachelor, and apparently fancy 
free, has his home at Charlton park, in Wilt- 
shire, a stately Jacobean mansion, the oldest 
part of which was built in the reign of King 
James I., while the east front and more mod- 
ern portion was added in 1773 by the earl of 
Suffolk, who was secretary of state during 
the American war of independence. The 
late earl of Suffolk was famous throughout 
the racing world as 4 steward of the Jockey 
club of England and as editor of the ‘‘ En- 
cyclopedia of Sport.” 

The present lord, whois the nineteenth earl 
of Suffolk and the twelfth ear! of Berkshire. 
as well as Viscount Andover and Lord 
Howard, is the head of a sixteenth century 
branch of the ducal house of Howard. The 
first earl of Suffolk, son of that fourth duk 
of Norfolk who was beheadedin the téwer of 
London, was a distinguished naval officer in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and received 
his earldom of Suffolk from King James I. 
as a reward for his vigilance in the discovery 
of the gun powder plot. 


Many people in this country, especially 
those American soldiers and sailors who took 
part in the military operations in China in 
connection with the relief of the besieged 
legations at Pekin, will be sorry to hear of 
the serious illness of Admiral Sir Edward 
Seymour, who is now in a private hospital in 
London preparing to undergo a surgical op- 
eration. Sir Edward was but the other day 
entertaining Prince Henry of Prussia at 
Plymouth, where he has been commander in 
chief since his teturn from China, and“dur- 
ing the fighting in and around Tientsin

forces under his command. He is the only 
naval knight of the English Order of Merit,

is a member of that family of which Admiral 
Sir Michael Culme-Seymour, Bart., is the 
head.

‘NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


A benefit concert given for a cause more 
than commonly. deserving is announced for 
next Tuesday evening at the Auditorium. It 
is given under the auspices of the ‘“‘Associa- 
tion house” at 474 West North avenue, and 
is to benefit the settlement work among 
the boys in that district. The following an- 
nouncement makes clear the purpose of the 
worthy undertaking: 

“Association house is an evangelical settle- 
ment established under the auspices of the 
Young Women’s Christian association four 
or five years ago. The district is thickly 
settled and abounds in saloons, dance halls, 
and other places of unfavorable influence. 

“Association house began work with the 
factory girls and has done a great work for 
them, giving them entertainment, diversion, 
and uplifting influence. The boys of the 
neighborhood desired the privileges their 
sisters were receiving and practically forced 
themselves in. They have been taken care 
of as well as possiblé, but the facilities are 
utterly insufficient to secure the results 
desired. 

“A building fund has been started to erect 
a building for the boys. Several thousand 
dollars has been subscribed to the fund, 


| and the concert. it is hoped, will yield enough 


to complete it. The building for the boys 
will have a gymnasium, bowling alleys, club 
and reading rooms, and other features t@ give 
the boys wholesome entertainment under 
good influence. 

“The Association house interests already 
own property on which the building will be 
erected. Part of this is now used as a play- 
ground for children of the neighborhood. 
The boys are now formed into clubs, which 
meet on the weekday evenings. Altogether 
800 boys are thus organized. They have par- 
liamentary’ practice, debates, gymnastics, 
and other forms of amusement and enter- 
tainment. \ 

“The young men’s bible class of the Hyde 
Park Presbyterian church has become in- 
terested in these boys, and some of its mem- 
bers go over every weekday evening to in- 
struct and entertain them. The movement 
is philanthropic, and the entire proceeds of 
the concert are to be devoted to the fund 
for the boye’ building.”

Louise Homer, the contralto from the Metro- 
politan opera in New York, who will be in 
Chicago on her way to sing at the St. Louis 
exposition, and who contributes her services 
here; Emile Sauret, the violinist, and Will- 
jam Sherwood, the pianist.

and Chesterton. 


An Exposition of Ibsen and a Sketch of Watts. 


N the confident days of youth the inde- 
pendent minded person enjoys, above al! 
other books, the creative thing. ° He 
wants his history straight, his great ro- 
mances undiluted, his epics without an- 

notations, and his tragedies without glossa- 
ries. But the time comes when he has a lik- 
ing for comment and criticism, This is prin- 
cipally because he has attained to some 
politeness. He is more deferential to what 
other people are thinking. He is willing to 
exchange opinions, and in old age is some- 
times, I believe, willing to put his own 
opinion out of sight altogether. And wheth- 
er that is a sign of wisdom or senility must 
be left for the old to degide. 

Certainly a number of contemporary mas- 

ters have won new friends and freshJaurels 

when they passed from creative literature to 
comment and criticism. Tolstoi, Maeter- 
linck, and James, Moore, Yeats, and Bernard 

Shaw are instances. 

Shaw has now written a * characteristic 

book called “THE QUINTESSENCE OF 

IBSENISM,”’ in which he has succeeded ,in 

making Ibsen almost lucid, and himself ab<« 

solutely so. He has been able to approach 

Ibsen with the unbiased and clean mind of 

the little chil@—or the scientist. He has 

gone through that. process which the Chris. 
tian Scientists wish their followers to do— 
mentally; and the’ Delsartianhe require of 
their pupils—physically. He has relaxed, 
disabused himself of preconceptions, 
stripped himself of notions, stood out naked 
to the sun of his subject. | 

The result is, to say the least, edifying. 

It enables us to utterly reject Ibsen as an 

idealist and as a theorist. He leaves hima 

literary scientist—a man, who, holding no 
creed in particular, is interested in observing 
the operations of all creeds, and in writing 
about things as they are, quite regardless 
of traditions, illusions, or hopes; a man who 

makes himself a poet not by building up a 

dream world but by establishing a true one. 

The effect upon the mind of the reader ts 

curious. When he begins with the book he 

‘has the sensation of sitting in a furnished 

and convenient world—a world with push 

buttons contiguous, a nicely arranged system 
of domestic, sublunar, and celestial thirtgs. 

When he closes the book he finds himself 

amid the ribs of the earth, staring at the un- 

known. . 


This is disconcerting, to say the least, but 
perhaps it is salutary. Permit a quotation: 
“'The realist at last loses patience with 
ideals altogether, and sees in them only 
something to blind us, something to numb us, 
something to murder self in us, something 
whereby, instead of resisting death, we can 
disarm it by committing suicide. The ideal- 
ist, who has taken refuge with (the ideals 
because he hates himself and ts ashamed of 
himself, thinks that all this is so much the 
better. The realist, Who has come to have a 
deep respect for himself and faith in the 
validity of his own will, thinks it is garter 
the worse. To the one, human nature, natur 

ally corrupt, is only held back from the ex- 
cesses of the last years of the Roman empire 
by self-denying conformity to the ideals. 
To the other, these ideals are only swaddling 
clothes which man has outgrown, and which 
insufferably impede his: movements. No 
wonder the two cannot agree. The idealist 
says: ‘ Realism means egotism; and egotism 
means depravity.” The realist declares that 
when a man abnegates the will to live and he 
free in a world of the living and free, seeking 
only to conform to ideals for the sake of 
being, not himself but a ‘ good man,” then 
he is morally dead and rotten, and must be 
left unheeded to abide his resurrection, if 
that “by good luck arrive before his bodily 
death. Unfortunately, this is the sort of 
speech that nobdy but a realist understands.” 

So that the reader is at liberty to use this 
for a test and determine whether or not he 
is a realist. : 

But the‘idealist ambitious to become a 
realist must not. Mr. Shaw would warn 
him, think he can become one by merely 
easting off his old rags. He has much to 
learn. Only by. experience, study, and 
growth can he attain to that fair simplicity 
of the soul which Mr. Shaw means when he 
speaks of redlism- For example, he con- 
siders Hedda Gabler, that’ most fatal of 
women, “ one who has no ideals at all, She 
is pure skeptic, a typical nineteenth century 
figure, falling into the abyss between the 
ideals which do not impose on her and the 
realities which she has not yet discovered. 
. To search, then, for the realities is the 
theorem of Ibsen—and of Shaw. Shaw has, 
I believe, a new play dealing with that very 
subject, in which hell is compounded of the 
illusions and heaven of the truths. (Bren- 
tano’s, New York.) 


Henry Fuller spoke the other day of hav- 
ing ‘“‘an attack of Ghesterton.” It is a 
perfectly understandable seizure. Chester- 
ton is, in his way, the most unleashed critic 
of his time. Jess and bell are not for him, 
Or, to speak—as Chesterton would speak— 
in simile more appropriate to place and 
time, he is not hemmed in by the ranch 
barbed wire, but is out on the range where 
he can kick up his heels as much as he likes. 
Being out on the range is tremendously ex- 
hilarating—in good weather—and Chester- 
ton shows in every line that he is exhil- 
arated. The world may be dull elsewhere, 
but not on the range Here one may 
traverse, 
thunders, lightnings, storms, sun, wind, 
wildness, and freedom. Chesterton will not 
stop any more than will Shaw and Ibsen, 
where freedom is not to be had. They all 
have the same code so far as that goes. 


Mr. G. K. Chesterton’s latest book is a 
monograph on “ GEORGE FREDERICK 
WATTS,” the painter, and the littie book 
belongs with “ The Popular Library of Art, 
edited by Mr. Edward Garnett and published 
in America by E. P. Dutton & Co. . 

Mr. Watts has been, among painters par- 
ticularly, the subject of much discussion. 
They have not. denied his appeal to the pub- 
lic, but they have, I believe, questiéned his 
right to call himself an artist ataH. This 
was not, to the least degree, owing to lack 
of ability, schooling, or technique. Those 
qualities were not to be denied to him by 
any one—not even Mrs. Berenson. They 
question the nature of his subjects, which 
they claimed were literary, symbolic, illus- 
trative, and carried twofold meanings. In 
other words, Watts believed that art bore 
a relation to philosophy. He did not keep 
within the corral for painters, but broke 
out and trespassed upon the corrals of other 
theorists and illustrators. He was not mere- 
ly the mirror of nature; not the cold classi- 
cist, not the literalist. He was % man with 
ideas.. Nor were these ideas obvious. They 
were mixed on his palette, with history, 
psychology, philosophy, religion, mysticism! 
He was a creator who ventured to make

men had made but actually along different 
lines. He now and then created a species. 

The result is that artists have discounte- 
nanced him, and that Chesterton, who likes 
to track a great idea to its solitude, has given 
him countenance. His monograph on Watts 
is nO more to be compared to the previous 
works of the series by other authors—those 
on Durer, Rossetti, Rembrandt, Walker, Mil- 
let, and others—than I to Hyperion. Yet they 
were well done. But this is extraordinarily 
well done. It is well enough to call it a 
monograph, just as it is well enough to call 
an opalan opal. But an opal is other things. 
It is a pool, or a human eye, ora cloud, or 
a flame, or a spirit. And in Chesterton's 
“Watts” is the restless and enchanting 
spirit of free and beautiful thought. He is 
humorous after a fashion of his own; witty 
with a quite unheard of wit; serious with a 
splendid and ritualistic solemnity. 


Contrary to the custom of authors, who 
usually live till they have, in their senility, 
travestied every magnificent thing they ever 
wrote, Guy Wetmore Carryl has passed 
away at the age of 31. And upon the last 
beat of his funeral dram, so to speak, comes 
an interesting and characteristic novel, en- 
titled “THE TRANSGRESSION OF AN- 
DREW VANE.” Its theme is similar to that 
of Henry James’ “* Ambassadors.”’ its treat- 
ment considerably different, its point of view 
much the same. Both of these Americans 
have found their native country a plain 
place. Life has seemed poor and thin to 
them there, lacking in charm, in interest, in 
passionate expression and in decoration. 
They have felt it to be no more than a cup 
of water—now pellucid and now roiled—as 
compared to the rich vintage of Parisian life. 
With scrupulous obscurity James has cele- 
brated this life of Paris; with ardent lucidity 
Carryl has done the same thing. Here is a 
page or two: 

“The true Parisian monde, long since de- 
parted for Aix or Homburg, has given place 
to the annual influx of foreigners and the 
lighter spirits of the half world, men and 
women both. Here were minds which. 
skidded from subject to subject with the ec-’ 
centricity of water spiders on a roadside 
pool. The latest comedies, the latest fash- 
ions, the latest scandals—they cafie and 
went, verbal drops sliding over the acute 
edge of conversation, each touched with 
prismatic hues of humor, irony, or cynicism, 
The hum of chat was patchwork of English, 
French, German, Spanish, Russian, and Ital- 
ian. ‘Europe was talking—talking the gossip 
of the day—pouring it liké liquid silver into 
the molds of many languages, wherefrom it 
took the oddest forms of epigram. 

** Here and there members of the American 
colony were entertaining friends from the 


Cherbourg, or Le Havre, with the odor of 
bilge water yet in their nostrils, and the 
terra, misnamed firma, rocking unpleasantly 
under their senses. But these—the transient’ 
Americans—were the least significant fac- 
tors in the scene. They had come to pray 
and would go away to scoff. They were a 
grade above the herded tourists to whose 
understanding the Colonne Venddéme is an 
edifice closed for fear of suicides; but among 
them were women who would write books on 
Paris upon the strength of three months’ 
residence and six letters of introduction, 


most sordid evidences of metropolitan degra- 
dation would enable them to speak, thence- 

‘forward, with authority upon French de- 
pravity—the Hams, the Tartuffes, and Park- 
hursts of their hour. Paris finds time to 
smile at many such! Over and around them 
flowed the smooth current of Parisian savoir 
vivre which they could not hope to under- 
stand, still less emulate.”’ 

Now, that’s well and good, and puts us 
down hard in our place. Weare dull, heavy, 
virtuous, absurd, and provincial. We take 
the pill without coating and let the bad 
taste stay in the mouth without so much as 
a whimper. 


Then Mr. Carry! proceeds to take a really 
lovely American boy to Paris, and to drag 
him through the mud. He becomes the vic- 
tim of an indescribably evil man—a modern 
and monstrous reproduction of Shakspeare’s 
Pandarus. And the book ends with a 
mur@er, a suicide, a more or less degraded 
hero, and a heroine who has to take what she 
can get since she could not get what she 
would fain have taken. Paris made horri- 
ble, a nightmare, a city of remorseful dawns, 
is set before us and we are informed that 
we cannot hope to emulate it. The curious 
part of all this is, that we suddenly become 
content with our backwoods residence, our 
primitive point of view, our definite, glean, 
Straight, busy, material, optimistic lives, 
and are reverently thankful for their crud- 
ity, since it brings such happiness. 

But this must not convey the idea that the 
book is poor literature. It is a brilliant piece 
of work. It reflects the personality of a 
young man who understood the refinements 


desired to be, a cosmopolite. His technique 
is good; his swift graphic pictures and wel] 
attained climaxes show the thorough train- 
ing Mr. Carryl had had in newspaper work, 
and indicate that he might have been a sue- 
cessful writer of fashionable plays. (Henry 
Holt & Co., New York.)

HISTORY OFTHE REPUBLICAN PARTY | 


Reviewed by Prof. George C. Howland of the 
University of Chicago. 


6 ‘Te REPUBLICAN PARTY,” by 


Francis Curtis (G. P. Putnam’s 

Sons), is a publication whose spe- 

cial timeliness lies in the fact that 

this is the semi-centennial year of 

the party's existence. ‘The first state con- 
vention of republicans was held at Jackson, 
Mich., July 6, 1854, but the name was first 
adopted at a meeting held in Ripon, Wis., 
March 20, 1854. Maj. Alvan E. Bovay of 
Ripon had suggested the name republican 
to Horace Greeley in 1852, and in 1854, in re- 
peated letters to Greeley, urged the impor- 
tance of this rather than any other name. 
Mr. Greeley finally took up the suggestion, 
and through the influence of the New York 
Tribune the name was adopted in various 
states independently, but with a common in- 
spiration. All opponents of the democratic 
party, then in power, were urged to unite 
under this name and the invitation was 
largely accepted. ‘ 
Mr. Curtis devotes nearly 200 pages to a 
statement of the events which led up to the 
formation of the republican party. As illus- 
trating the evils of slavery copious extracts 
are made from Mrs. Stowe’s life of Fred- 
erick Douglass. Due credit Is given to the 
men of the west as being foremost in resist- 
ance to the growth of slavery. While more 
famous individual abolitionists were found . 
in the east, the mass of the people there were 
less Interested in that phase of political ac- 
tivity than in the west. In both east and 
west the shock of war was needed before the 
possibility of freedom to the slave could be . 
generally admitted. 


As the author says, a history of the repub- 
lican party must be to a large extent a his- 
tory of the United States since 1860, as in 
only two years of that time have both con- 
gress and the executive power been in the 


to the record of such party matters as nomi- 
nations, platforms, and campaign  utter- 
ances, brief mention is made of all public 
acts which assumed a political significance. 
While there is no attempt at argument in the 
body of the text, naturally all facts are pre- 
sented from a republican standpoint. Inthe 
immense mass of detail it ha= been imposs!- 
ble to avoid such an occasional slip as the 
name Buchanan for Pierce (Vol. 1, page 283), 
but the work as a whole is accurate in names 
and dates. 

President Roosevelt and the presiding of- 
ficers of the senate and the house of repre- 
sentatives commend the purpose and execu- 
tion of the work in letters which are vre- 
fixed to the first volume and thus give ita | 
semi-official character. The extracts from 
hominating speeches and other oratorical 
specimens add the element of appeal to the 
feelings which is otherwise absent. and are 
usually well chosen. This record of the 
first fifty years of thé republican party 
will be of interest to all republicans, and 
will probably serve as a magazine of am- 
munition during the coming campaign.

The exports of flour and wheat for April-- 
4,981,000 bu—were the smallest since Febru- 
ary, 1889, when they were 4,586,000 bu. In 
April, 1908, they were -15,226,200 bu. The 
clearances for the week, 135,000 bu, were 
even smaller than they have been running, 
and indicate the indifference of the foreigner 
to our wheat. ‘ Whether the American mar- 
kets can ignore this fact isa knotty problem, 
which the trade seems inclined to solve bear- 
ishly now that crop news is improving. The 
movement of wheat at primary markets from 
July 1 to May 1 wae about 208,000,000 bu, 
compared with 234,000,000 bu for the corre- 
sponding periodin 1908. The exportsof flour

Improvement extends even to the states 
and territories where the crop suffered most 
damage and loss in acreage. The outlook 
continues best in Missouri, Kansas, Ne- 
braska, south of Ohio river, and on the Pa- 
cific coast. 

There was an active demand for corn and 
oats yesterday, shippers taking corn and 
the cereal people on the market for standard . 
oats. Total sales of oats were placed at 
200,000 ‘bu, and of corn 39,500 bu.

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BOARD OF EDUCATION DECIDES ON 
NOVEL MOVE. 


Four Story Structures to Be Trans- 
formed Into Three Story Class by 
Sinking Basement Floors Six Inches 

This Way the Trustees Will Get 
Around the ‘Ordinance Requiring 
Equipment and Save Thousands of 
Dollars—Downey Suggests the Plan.. 


The transformation of sixty-four public 
school houses from “ four story buildings "’ 
to “three story buildings” with lightning 
I’ke rapidity is planned by the buildings and 
grounds committee of the board of edu- 
eation, to evade the bullding ordinance re- 
. guiring fire escapes On four story structures. 

To reduce them from the four story class 
to the three story class it will be necessary 
only to lower the basement floors six inches. 
At present the basement is counted as a 
story, but if lowered it would be a cellar. 
; This is what the committee proposes to do 
of spending thousands of dollars for 
fire escapeequipment. Trustee Joseph Dow- 
 § ney is father of the scheme, and he will 
' report the feasibility and cost of carrying out 
— ‘the plan at a future meeting. 


Ordered by Commissioner Williams. 


A letter from Building Commissioner Will- 
lams yestefday stated that fourteen four 
story. and basement school buildings must 
be at once equipped with fire escapes and 
that sixty-four of, the three story buildings 
must be considered as four story structures 
wecause their basements are less than two 
feet below. grade. The commissioner in- 
ptructed the board to supply these buildings 
with fire escapes. 7 

“These buildings are eighteen inches be- 
low grade,’’ declared Trustee Downey. “ By 
lowering the basement floors six inches we 
can make them three story buildings, which 
will be cheaper than to equip them with fire 
escapes.” 


Site for New High School.

“The directors will decide on the location 
of the colony,” said Organizer E. P. Rose 
thal yesterday at the society's office int 
Worthwestern university building. ‘ The 
Frisco railroad has offered 50,000 acres at 
‘any point along its line in the southwest. 
The Rock Island has offered 30,000 acres in 
the south. At the dinner a number of rail- 
road officials will be present. The location 
of the colony will depend on the best offer.’’

é0n of toil, who does not consider it beneath 
his dignity to drive the plow, milk the cow, 

- and earn an honest living by the sweat of 
brow."’ 
*- Expenses of organization and manage- 
ment until land has been secured and fami- 
‘ ies located will be met by membership fees 
“ and donations. Funds for the purchase of 
land are to be obtained principally by the sale 
of low interest bearing bonds.

SECOND PRIZE, “‘ Window Gardens 


How Awards Were Made— 

After the last entries were published they 
were sent in their printed form as they ap- 
peared in the Saturday and week day issues 
of Tue Tripunw to Mrs. Charles F. Mills- 
paugh, president of the woman's auxiliary 
of the American Park and Outdoor Art asso- 
ciation, who rendered her decision from THE 
Trrpune clippings. After the decision was 
returned the titles and nom de plumes of the 
winning contributions were compared. with 
the list of entries. 

In making the decision Mrs. Millepaugh 
says she took the following points into con- 
sideration: ; 

The definite plan used in planting the whole 
space to be utilized. 

The selection is made from those which have 
the most homogeneous idea, considering the gar- 
den as a whole. » 

Artistic effects have also 


| to be considered—the 
reason for putting a thing there, what the back- 
ground is, and the color of it In its relation to the 


flower. > 
Although many good suggestions were of- 


barred in the multiplicity of those in which 
the whole idea of a garden is given and why. 

In considering the first prize the Fair 
English Fiéwers has good points, but the 
Back Yard Beauty and Pleasures shows more 
intelligent planning with regard to what the 
result will be. The correct principles are 
there—you can see the garden in your mind’s 
eye. It shows more thought to plan and in- 
telligent appreciation of what the artistic 
effect will be. , 

For its strength in combining beauty and 
utility, Tropical Touches is excellent in all 
its ideas. The backgrounds are also good. 

But in the Window Gardens, which affect 
the largest class of people, the planning for 
each box separately is good, and most of the 
combinations in each are artistically perfect. 


Artistic and Intelligent Gardening— 

Mrs. Charles F. Millspaugh, president of 
the woman’s auxiliary of the American Park 
and Outdoor Art association, in an interview 
says: 

‘These are not my ideas, but the ideas of 
people who are working along these Jines. 

“Artistic and intelligent gardening, which 
is what the woman’s auxiliary is work- 
ing for, are not often separable. The first is 
rarely accomplished without the last, though 
people’ of naturally artistic taste sometimes 
achieve good results in gardening without 
understanding its principles, just as many 
women from innate good taste arrange their 
furniture and draperies artistically without 
undertsanding art as applied to household 
decoration. Sometimes the untrained artist 
paints a good picture because he sees things 
unconsciously. As, for instance; we read the 
other day of an artist who knew notihng of 
trees or gardening, and who yet was said 
never to have put a tree in the wrong sur- 
roundings in a picture. But the one who un- 
derstands the principles of drawing, anat- 

my, perspective, etc., for all that, is the 

‘st artist. 

“The first thing essential for intelligent 
gardening is to have a definite plan, | In 
forming this the features of the und must 
be considered in gonnection with the ‘ habit 
of growth’ of the plants to be used. A tree 
or bush should never be planted without first 
considering how high it will grow, how wide 
it will spread, and its general relation to 
the surroundings. If a corner is to be filled, 
its size and the height to which the bloom 
should reach are to be thought of. For in- 
stanee, im a large space, low berberis may 
be put on the edges with spirzeas or exochor- 
dia back of it, and still farther back Illacs 
and syringas, while farthest in of alt, the 
‘high bush cranberry’ or dogwood may be. 
planted. 


“‘A group of shrubbery planned by a well 
known landscape architect for a corner Of one 
of our school grounds comprised Lombardy 
poplars for the highest point of the back- 
ground, then white lilacs, silky cornel, white 
kerria, bee balm, common barberry and 
Japanese barberry. Along the wall on one 
side was planted Japanese clematis, banked 
up with Indian currant and silky cornel. On 
another wall Chinese wistaria was flanked 
with spirea Van Houttii. 

“Such part of the surroundings as may be 
used as backgrounds should détermine not 
omly the size and shape of what is planted, 
but the color. For instance, bright red flow- 
ers should not be used against a brick red 
wall, though they will look well against one 
of gray stone. If there is no background 
they try to make one. Scarlet flowers 
particularly should always havé a back- 
ground of green and also plants that have 
but little foliage, as gladiolas. A pretty bor- 
der that I saw last summer at the base of a 
low vine-clad porch, planted in front of lat- 
tice work, was a mass of white lillies with 
an abundance of green in their large dark 
glossy leaves. 

‘‘For a window box, the main point is to 


with the ground. For this reason vines which 
hang over are used; fuchsias are a good se- 
lection. Ageratums, sweet alyssum and pe- 
tunias make good window flowers, whilé a 
pretty effect may be made with wandering 
jew, for the winter window garden, by let- 
ting it trail from the upper boxes so that it 
makes lovely green curtains for the win- 
dows underneath. 


“As a general thing the simple style of 
gardening is better and more artistic, and is 
also better adapted to the space at our dis- 
posal than any attempt at formal gardening. 
The undulating lines of border, and corner 
planting, are much mere pleasing than to try 
to put beds of a formal shape in any part of 
asmalllawn. The greatest mistake possible 
ts to introduce a single ‘set’ bed into tte 
center of an ordinary lawn. This is not 
good art, Such beds‘are a part of the same 
idea of ornamentation to which cast. fron 
dogs in the doorway, or ‘ throws’ over the 
pictures, or wax flowers in glass cases be- 
long. 

“To the vase in the center of the lawn 
there is the same objection, as it destroys 
the sense of depth, and nothing could make 
the lawn look smaller than to cut it up in 
this way. For a small lawn, ‘ border plant- 
ing,’ on this account, is ideal. The best 
plan, as Dr. Bailey expresses ft, is an * open 
center and massed sides.’ In the ‘ Successior 
of Bloomers,’ for instance, the castor beans 
and cannas would be good if they had been 
planned for the corner instead of the center. 
In ‘ Flowers and Feathered Songsters’ the 
ideas are all very nice except for the mis- 
take of putting the ‘main bed right in the 
center,’ and in ‘ Backyard Paradise,’ a]l ex- 
cept the center mound is exceedingly artistic.

we should be unselfish enough to plant a 
little at least for the next comer. Annuals | 
are the most extravagant form of planting 
there is}.as a great deal fs spent from year 
to year with nothing permanent to show for 
it, while two or three dollars spent in herbs 
and perennials yield good returns with noth- 
ing to consider but the first trouble. Of 
course we must hav@é sweet peas and other 
fragrant posies. It is what are known as 
‘bedding out’ plants thaf»are referred fd. 

“ There are so many thing? to cultivate in 
They 
train the eye and much may be léarned of 
their beauty by the birds and bees that hover 
round them. Certain flowers seem to exist 
for certain insects, the humming birds™ 
thrusting their bills down into the blossoms 
of the trumpet vine, and the salvia being 
also particularly the humming bird's friend. 
The moths that fly in the evening go to the 
white lias, and as they fly from flower to 
flower they carry the pollen and cross fer- 
tilize them, thus making the flowers more 
perfect than they can ever be from self-pol- 
lination. 


.“In addition to the practical knowledge 
of the habit of growth of plants which is 
necessary, one may absorb general ideas 
from reading, and for this studies of formal 
Country 
Life in England,’ which may be seen at the 
libraries, has many fine illustrations of 
formal gardens in England, which one can- 
not study without absorbing some knowledge 
of arrangement of trees and shrubs, even 
though we may not admire always the ex- 
treme rigidity of the majority of the de- 
signs. The tendency of the times. and es- 
pecially in this country, is more in the direc- 
tion of the naturalistic style of gardening as 
contrasted with the formal geometrical style 
of gardening practiced in Italy, France and 
Hngland in the last few centuries. Pictures 
of the gardens at the vatican in Rome, of 
Versailles and Fontainebleau illustrate this 
Style, which is more in harmony with the 
elaborate architecture the, accompany than 
it would be with our American style of archi- 
tecture. 

“ All planting should be planned not only 
with regard to its relation to its own parts 
but with regard to the buildings it accom- 
panies, and also with due consideration for 
its other surroundings. 

** Such gardening contests as THE TRIBUNE 
has conducted this season, and especially 
three years ago, do much toward arousing 
interest in the matter of planting, and once 
people begin to plant, they invariably grow 
to love and appreciate the beauty of nature 
in all her forms.”

A Beautiful Brass Bed— 


Is beautiful in its perfection only when 
draped with a valance as a finishing touch. 

The valance should be so fashioned that it 
may be frequently removed, shaken or laun- 
dered, and easily replaced. 

The simplest way to adjust it is to spread 
smoothly between the spring and the mat- 
tress a fairly heavy cotton sheet; to this is 
basted the valance, which is already cut and 
finished to the right depth; also fulled ona 
coarse drawing-board. 

It is slit up and hemmed at the corners to 
admit of its passing smoothly around the 
posts of the bedstead, and in most cases it 
need be on but thre®é sides of the bed, as the 
head is generally against the wall. 

After being basted firmly it is stitched by 
machine and is now in condition to be re- 
moved and done up almost as easily as an 
every-day sheet, 

At each corner shield pins hold it to the 
spring and keep it in place during the daily 
process of turning the mattress above it. 

The fullness allowed is one and a half that 
of the measurement around the bed. 

About three dollars will suffice for a dainty 
outfit with an ordinary Marseilles spread 
and made of tambour curtain muslin at 25 
cents a yard. It is quite heavy, the embroid- 
ered effect is good, and it has the advantage 
of being finished top and bottom, requiring 
only the work of hemming the corners. If 
ft is too deep tucks may be put in to shorten 
it and the effect heightened.
